WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—-The new 
revenue bill, on the remands for pr* 
pcredness against war and designed 
to raise $205,000,000 a year in addi­ 
tion to the normal amount, was pass­ 
ed Friday night by congress. 
The 
essential features of the bill are; 
Increasing from I to 2 per cent 
the tax on the lowest taxable in­ 
comes. 
Beginning at 
incomes 
of 
$80,000, the tax of S per 
cent 
is 
levied and graduated up to 13 per 
cent on incomes exceeding $2,000,000 
per annum. 
The additional tax Is to 
include undistributed profits of cor­ 
porations. joint stock companies or 
associations. 
Proceeds of life insur­ 
ance policies, farm loan securities 
and interests upon the obligations 
of the United States or a state are 
exempt from this tax. 
Higher Corporation Tax 
Increase from I to 2 per cent on 
the total net income of corporations, 
joint stock companies or associations 
or insurance companies organized in 
Hie United States. 
The exemption 
from this tax includes labor, agricul­ 
tural and horticultural organizations, 
mutual savings banks not having a 
capital stock represented by shares, 
fraternal beneficial societies, domes­ 
tic building and loan associations and 
corporation 
banks 
organized and 
operated for mutual 
purposes 
and 
without profit, business, civil and re­ 
ligious leagues, clubs for pleasure, 
farmers’ and other mutual fire insur­ 
ance companies, 
joint 
stock 
land 
hanks. 
An inheritance tax, now under the 
federal government, is laid as fol­ 
lows: 
Net estate not in excess of 
$59,000, I per <*ent; up to $150,000, 
2 per cent; to $250,000, 3 per cent; 
to $450,000, 4 per cent, to $1,000,- 
080, 5 per cent; to $2,000,000, 8 per 
cent: to $3,000,000, 7 per cent; to 
$1,000,900, 8 per cent; to $5,000,- 
000, 9 per cent; exceeding $5,00t),- 
800, IO per cent. 
M u n ition T ax In creased 
The senators from the copper pro­ 
ducing states forced the house to 
abandon its proposed tax on smelter 
plants, hut the house got an Increase 
of from IO to 12 Vi per cent in the 
general tax on the net revenues of 
munition manufacture. 
This tax will 
cease when the European war ends. 
There wras a 
compromise 
agree­ 
ment on the proposed wine tax in­ 
crease, the house conferees agreeing 
with their senate colleagues, under 
pressure from the Ohio and Missouri 
representatives, that an admixture of 
4 7 per cent sw'eet grape wine with 
52 per cent sugar and w’ater would 
be permitted to make natural wines. 
On such wines the senate placed a 
flat tax of 8 cents per wine gallon 
instead of the house graduated tax. 
Stamp Taxes Eliminated 
The stamp taxes carried by the 
house in its hill were eliminated by 
tho senate. 
These included the spe­ 
cial stamps on recorded papers, evi­ 
dence of transfers of securities and 
similar obligations. 
The special brokers*, theater and 
amusement-house taxes are contin­ 
ued in the senate bill; also the in­ 
creased tax levied by the house on 
tobacco products. 
Compromise on I>yes 
A compromise was reached on the 
dyestuffs protective tariff provision 
of the hill. 
Under the agreement the 
protective features of the house hill 
were accepted by the senate conferees 
immediately. 
Originally it was plan­ 
ed to postpone its application until 
the European war was ended. 
Exemption was made from the pro­ 
visions of the house bill of medicinal 
preparations and natural indigo, in 
which dyestuff ingredients enter. 
On color dyes the duty is fixed at 
3 0 per cent ad valorem. 
On other 
oils and distillates entering into this 
group of chemicals and acids the spe­ 
cial duties run from 2 Vs cents to 5 
cents per pound.

In war taxes, making a total of $4,-

By not imposing on her people the 
financial burdens of the war faster 
than their earning capacity will hear, 
France is able financially to continue 
the war now costing her over $18,- 
000,000 a day, for an indefinite per­ 
iod. without crippling either her fin ­ 
ancial, economic or industrial lite. 
The influx of female labor into all 
branches of French industrial life 
since the war began, the suppression 
of absinthe and the restriction gen­ 
erally of acholic consumption, and 
above all the great lesson of Indus 
trial efficiency and maximum pro­ 
duction which the 
war 
has taught 
France, hold out for her roseate oi 
the future that promise to compen­ 
sate the loss in everything but human 
life the war has entailed on her. 
Industrially Efficient 
Of the three great elements men­ 
tioned above that in two short ’ pars 
have revolutionized French industrial 
life, the greatest perhaps is industrial 
efficiency and maximum productive­ 
ness. Previous to the war. industrial 
efficiensy was almost unknown out­ 
side the United States and Germany. 
But today France is Industrially ef­ 
ficient. 
It was the necessity of sav 
ing the nation by incredible increases 
in the production of munitions and 
military supplies that taught France 
the lesson. 
F ra m e ’s output of powder today is 
41 times greater than before the war, 
her output of rifles 237 times great­

This increase in 
productiveness, 
due in part to an increased number 
of factories, is due principally to per­ 
fected efficiency. 
Munitions, however, tell only half 
the story. 
All supplies necessary for 
equipping and maintaining millions 
of men in the field tell the other 
half. 
The chemical industry in France 
which before the war was monopoliz­ 
ed by Germany, has tripled In south­ 
ern France, in the vicinity of Limo­ 
ges and Dijon, doubled; while in the 
vicinity of Lyons It has taken the 
form of new lines, entirely unknown 
in France before the w’ar.

hostilities, produced for the French 
in 1913, 15,000,000 tons of Iron and 
steel. 
The Germans, since they got 
possession of them, have made them 
produce 21.OOO,OOO.

Efficiency in agriculture also has 
come to France through

Since the beginning of hostilities the 
Germans have occupied 2.000,000 out 
of the 53.000,000 acres, 2,OOO.OOO 
acres that are the most productive in 
France. 
Before the war they pro­

annually or 
one-tenth of the national production 
and wealth. 
Ila* Many R efugees 
Unfortunately with their passing 
into the hands of the enemy, France 
did not experience a corresponding 
decrease in her population. She has 
within her borders today I,OOO.OOO 
war 
refugees— Belgians, 
Serbians. 
French, Alsatians— so that 2,OOO,VOO 
acres lea* of territory, she is still 
obliged to maintain her normal pop­ 
ulation of about 40,000,000.

forced agricultural efficiency is en 
ahling her to do it.
